Teuton Under Secretary for Foreign 
Affiairs Confirms Pinchou's Transla-

Amsterdam, Holland, March G.— 


Baron von den Bussche-Haddenhau- 
sen the German under secretary for 
foreign affairs, declared in the Reisch- 
stag that the text of the dispatch of 
July 31, 1914, from Chancellor von 
Bethmann 
Hollweg to Baron von 


Schoen, then German ambassador to 
France, revealed by the French for- 
eign minister, M. Pichon, was cor- 
rectly reported. In this dispatch Ger- 
many demanded that France sur- 
render the- fortresses of Toul and 
Verdun as a guarantee of her neutral- 
ity in the war between Germany and 
Russia.

mile dry-zones around the eight per- 
manent naval training stations and 
camps, irrespective of whether there 
is an incorporated city or town within 
their limits, was ordered today by Sec- 
retary Daniels. Other orders may be 
issued later, but for the present no 
change is made in the regulations 
governing 
conditions around other 


camps. 


Under the authority of the selective 


service law the secretary forbids the 
sale or giving away of liquor within 
five miles of the Great Lakes training 
station near Chicago, the training 
stations at Norfolk, Va., and Hampton 
Roads, the training" camp at Mare Is- 
land, Cal., and the marine station at 
Quantico, Va., and Port Royal, S. C. 


As in the case of army camp zones, 


an exception is made of the serving 
of liquor in private homes to members 
ft the family or guests. 


In a. statement explaining his reason 


for the action, Mr. Daniels referred 
particularly to objectionable conditions 
at Vallejo, near Mare Island, -which a 
letter from the Mare Island command- 
ant referred to as "a. short business 
street with 25 saloons, said to be con- 
trolled by a.

Three- Effective ami Artistic Placards 


by Sirs. "William Sanders. 


Three of the most 
effective 'and 


artistic war posters that have yet been 
seen in Oneonta are now on \iew in 
the Surgical Dressings rooms of the 
Bed Cross at 16S Main street. 
They 


were made in a Texas military camp 
by Mrs. William Sanders, daughter 
of Major and Mrs. G. W. Augustine of 
Laurens, while she "was at the camp 
with her husband. 


Each of the posters is done in 


broad effects with water colors. 


A large Red Cross stands out on the 


upper half of each one, yet the blend- 
ing is beautiful. 
They arc painted on 


heavy bristol board 23'ixSD ^ inches. 


The one that has the strongest ap- 


peal and pulling power shows a Red 
Cross nurse standing on the ocean 
shore beckoning to a steamer in dis- 
tress that help will soon answer its 
S. O. S. appeal. 
As she stands there 


she hold the Stars and Stripes in her 
right hand. The color scheme on 
this, as on the others is predominat- 
ingly red, white, and blue. The sky 
is light blue, while the sea is a deeper 
shade. 
The wording is "Kelp the Red

out alone. It Is doubtful If he could 
slip away. 


In the first place, it is almost as 


hard to get out of the White House 
grounds as it is to get In. Particu- 
larly is this true at night 


At the west side of the White House 


grounds one gate Is left open to admit 
visitors to the executive offices, but 
one must enter the executive offices or 
stay out. Once inside the executive 
offices one walks straight Into the 
arms of two large policemen, who in- 
quire concerning his business and pass 
him along to the proper officials. 


Telephone Alarm System. 


In addition to the guards on the 


White House gates, an inspection of 
the gate police-stations will disclose a 
telephone box at each one. Every po- 
liceman In the grounds has a telephone 
at his elbow and he can call for help 
or notify the White House guardroom 
of any emergency. When night comes 
on a new force of policemen goes on 
duty inside the gates and n detach- 
ment of United States regulars are 
thrown completely about the White 
HOUSK, where they stand guard until 
morning. 


Washingtonians occasionally gratify 


their sense of curiosity by walking up 
close to these soldier guards, just to 
see how the s8Rliers will behave. The 
men In uniform patrol their beats 
with fixed bayonets and loaded rifles 
and as a pedestrian approaches' each 
guard always manages either to^stop 
nnd face the pedestrian or to be walk- 
Ing toward him. 


The whole city was laughing not 


long ago at the Btory of a White 
House attache who tried to use the 
east gate of the White House one 
night after the military guard went 
on duty. The soldier who was sta- 
tioned in front of the east gate had 
orders to let nobody enter and he be- 
lieved in carrying out his orders. The 
civilian who applied for nflmllttincc 
was firmly told to keep on walking. 
He protested that he was attached t<i 
the White House and had been in the 
habit of using the east gate. 


"Tou heard what I said," warned 


the guard. 


"Yes, 
I heard you," replied the man, 


"but 
I'm going in this gate." 


Changed His Mind. 


The next thing the civilian knew 


was a sharp pain in the back of his 
thigh, where the sentry had Inserted 
the point of his bayonet and was 
pushing the pedestrian rapidly toward 
the curb. The man In khaki calmly 
waited the nttncue's next move. That 
gentleman decided he had better use 
the west gate, and made haste to do 
so. 


Of course, these precautions are all 


that Washington can see on the sur- 
face. It knows nothing of the intri- 
cate inner system of White House de- 
fense, organized on an electric basis 
and backed by the entire police force 
of the city. The nature of this real 
defense system is a mystery and no 
good American would write about It 
if he knew. 


Cranks are no longer much trouble 


about the White House, thanks to the 
rigid guard system there,, but they 
do vastly trouble other government 
offices about town. Most of them are 
men of unsound mind who have been 
worked into n high pitch of excite- 
ment by America's participation In 
the war, and they all have the Idea 
that they must tell their troubles to 
the government. 


The police in Washington "strain 


out" n large number of the worst 
types of cranks by placing n "nut 
squad" at tho railway entrance to 
the city, and here a corps of men Is 
constantly on duty, watching lor the 
gentleman who must get his story off 
his chest. Usually the policemen man- 
age to get the story and the Washing- 
ton Asylum hospital gets the visitor.
